If dirt or con- 
crete'floors arc used, they should ex- 
tend well above the level of the out- 
side ground. Proper ventilation will 
also help in checking exscssive damp- 
ness. 


Another factor i.s sufficient space for 


the birds. Mr. Moore recommends al- 
lowing lit least 3 square feet of floor 
space for each Leghorn hen and 4 
square feet for larger breeds, with 8 
to 12 inches of roosting space for each 
bird. Ample window space will pro- 
vide sufficient light, although some 
producers have found it profitable to 
use artificial lighting.

Weekly Sunday 
School Lesson

CHRISTIAN BROTHERHOOD 
Devotional Reading: Ephesluns 


3:14-21 


The larger epistles of Paul were ad- 


dressed to groups of Christians in the 
churches in various cities. In these 
letters were numerous references to 
individuals that gave the letters n per- 
sonal touch, but they wore addressed 
to the church as n whole. 


Among Paul's letters that hnvc come 


down to us, however, are two or three 
to individuals; nncl ntnong these none 
Is so choice, or of such colorful interest, 
bs the letter to Philemon, which occu- 
nies n .single one-chapter book of the 
New Testament. 


The letter presents u dramatic situa- 


tion in the problems that confronted 
these early Christians, and also offers 
some light on Paul's approach to such 
problems ns that of slavery, an institu- 
tion, of course, well established every- 
where in the ancient world. 


Philemon, a citizen of Colossao, near 


Ephesus, was the owner of a slave 
called 
Oncsimus. 
Philemon was a 


Christian convert, and if his adoption 
of the Christian faith and way of life 
was intelligent and sincere, his attitude 
toward his slave undoubtedly would 
have been nffected by it. 


Some might say that it was the first 


duty of Philemon to free his slave, 
| nncl that no treatment of the slave 


j could be truly Christian until he had 


I done so. It must, be remembered, how- 
ever, that there wore obligations on 
the part of the master as well as slave. 


Whatever the treatment accorded 


Onesimus by Philemon, the slave 
seems to hove been a rather worthless 
character. He ran away from his mas- 
ter, and probably took with him what- 
ever he felt that he needed. 


Paul speaks of Onesimus as "once 


unprofitable," which would indicate 
that he had no particular defense of 
the slave's conduct. But drifting to 
Rome in his runaway flight, Onesi- 
mus came under the influence of Paul, 
pnd under 'he power of the new re- 
ligion, which can transform slaves as 
well as master. He became a new man 
so profitable that Paul gladly would 
u-v> kept him in Rome for his own 
service. 


i'no lest of conversion of Onesimus 


was his willingness to go back to his 
master, for Paul evidently told him 
thai this was the only right, course. 


But F.-u'l did not compromise with

HOT SPRINGS, Ark.-A 11 h o u g h 


tourist patronage the past three months 
has shown a decided increase over the 
same period last year, and prepara- 
tions have been begun for one of the 
best winter seasons in history, an- 
nouncement from Harvey C. Couch, 
president of the Arkansas Power & 
Light Co., that work was under way 
for the construction of the third hydro- 
electric dam on the Ouachita river, to j 
be located at the headwaters of Lake 
Hamilton, was accepted at Hot Springs' 
Christmas present. 


Since the Carpenter dam was com- 


pleted, Hot Springs has visualized the 
third project, which would complete 
the chain that it was known Couch 
had in mind when he built the Rcm- 
mel dam and offered it as a Christmas 
gift in 1924. 


A. G. Whidden, publicity man for 


Couch, said that plans are subject to 
change. It is certain thai a lake as 
large or larger than Lake Hamilton, 
created by Carpenter flam, and Lake 
Catherine, created by the Remmcl 
dam, 
will be formed. The new dam 


will be located about 15 miles north- 
west of Hot Springs. Present estimat- 
ed cost is $4,000,000. 


Construction of the dam will neces- 


sitate the cutting of a new road to 
Cedar Glades. Buckvillc and other 
communities north of here. The pres- 
ent road, which runs alongside the 
river for several miles, will be inun- 
dated. 


Tentative plans announced nearly a 


year ago indicated that the lake <~ Ur, 
created from the third day would b« 
35 miles long and almost 13 miles wicic 
in one place. A new lake of this size 
would give the Ouachita three lakes 
measuring about 70 miles in length. 
Lake Catherine is 10 miles long while 
Lake Hamilton is 24.

First 
Baptist pastor, in u speech describing 
how science has backed up the his- 
torical truthfulness of tho Old Testa- 
ment. 


Tho Roselta Stone, discovered in 1799. 


gave M. Champolllon the first clue 
toward deciphering the meaning of 
Egyptian 
inscriptions. 
Tho Rosctta 


Stone was a piece of black basalt found 
near the mouth of the Nile. It bore a 
trilingual inscription which proved to 
be the same piece of writing In- three 
languages: 
Hieroglyphics; 
tlernolic 


characters; and Greek. 


From this discovery, and subsequent 


excavations in the ruins of old cities, 
the Rev. Mr. Hamilton continued, 
science has been able to prove tho 
authenticity of the biblical accounts 
of the great flood, of the vast, state of 
civilization in biljlical times, and ot 
the destruction of cities specifically 
named in the Bible.

If the committee approves Richard's 


resolution, it will go to the chamber, 
where opponents hope for quick ap- 
proval.
